11 SECURITY NUMBER AND RECORDING THAT NUMBER ON THE PRECINCT REGISTER,

12 9) IF ANY CHANGES TO THE VOTING AUTHORITY CARD ARE INDICATED
13 BY A VOTER, MAKING THE APPROPRIATE CHANGES IN INFORMATION ON THE CARD
14 OR OTHER APPROPRIATE FORM;
